The baked fruit pudding is another 
sort of dessert which, when warm, 
may be served writh whipped cream. 
Date Pudding.—Take a cup of dates 
cut in sm all pieces, a 
cup 
of 
nut 
meats (hickory or w alnuts), two eggs 
beaten, a fialf cup af sugar well mixed 
with a quarter of a cup of flour. Bake 
in a sheet tw enty to thirty minutes. 
Cut in small squares and serve 
whipped cream. 
This pudding may be 
kept for som e tim e if carefully cov­ 
ered to keep m oist, warmed before 
serving. 
It is too good to last for 
more than two m eals. 
The souffle is another type of des­ 
sert which may be varied in many 
ways. 
Chocolate and fruit juices may 
be used for flavoring. 
W hen choco­ 
late is used in a souffle the sauce to 
serve is cream, but a hard sauce of 
half cup of softened 
butter, 
a tea­ 
spoon of vanilla and a cup 
of pow­ 
dered 
sugar 
m akes 
a satisfactory 
sauce. 
For a plain souffle the proportions 
are a cup of milk, fruit juice could be 
used, a quarter of a cup of sugar, two 
eggs and a third of a cup of flour. 
Cook the flour and milk until 
thick, 
cool and add the beaten yolks and the 
sugar; then fold in the beaten whites 
and bake in a buttered pan set into 
hot water. 
If chocolate is used, less 
of flour is needed for the thickening. 
The number of gelatin desserts Is 
legion and may be molded, garnished 
and served in num berless ways. 
Frozen dishes is another type which 
never lose their charm, as there are 
none that take the place of the cool 
frozen desserts, especially in 
warm 
weather. 
Custards are another kind 
that is universally liked, and they may 
be varied by different seasonings and 
flavors. 
The caram el is perhaps the 
greatest favorite. 
The foundation for 
all custards is a quart of milk, four 
eggs, a cup of sugar 
and 
flavoring. 
When half of the sugar is caramelized 
for flavor add a little more than half 
a cup for sw eetening.

wholesom e than: 
Potato Pot.— This is an English dish 
and a great favorite across the water. 
Put equal parts of round steak and 
fresh lean pork, cut in serving pieces, 
Into a frying pan and brown; dredge 
with flour and cover 
with 
boiling 
water and sim m er for an hour; add 
an onion, a carrot, and turn all into 
a baking dish, cover with quartered 
potatoes, add w ater and bake until 
the potatoes are brown. 
The amount 
of m eat and vegetables used depends 
on the size of the family. 
Another dish which is new to Amer­ 
ica is: 
Sausage With Pudding.— Take suffl-, 
cient pork sausage for the family to 
be served, place in a baking pan and 
cook in the oven until the fat has been 
well tried o u t;.drain off all but two or 
three tablespoonfuls of the fat and 
pour over the sausage. 
Yorkshire Pudding.-—Take two cup­ 
fuls of milk and add gradually to two 
well beaten eggs. 
Mix with a cup of 
flour and a teaspoonful of salt. Pour 
over the sausages and bake. 
If the 
sausages are cooked in a serving dish 
it may be carried to the table and 
served from it. 
This is a good dish 
to piece out with, when unexpected 
company arrives. 
Potato Doughnuts.—Cream three ta­ 
blespoonfuls of butter, 
add 
three- 
’ourths of a cup of sugar

spoonfuls of baking powder, half a 
easpoon of salt and ground mace and 
i fourth of a teaspoonful of nutmeg.

Those who speak of tho star-span­ 
gled canton on the American flag as a 
“Union 
Jack" 
do 
so erroneously. It 
is 
rightly 
called 
the 
"jack,” 
but 
the term "union” is 
i applied 
correctly 
I only to the similar j 
canton on the Brit­ 
ish ensign, in which 
crosses of St. George. St Andrew 
WEA St. Patrick are superimposed. 
j 
With the formal admission of Ari­ 
zona and New Mexico into the sister­ 
hood of states this Jack will bear 48 
stars, one tor each state. 
This is in 
accordance with a law passed April 4, 
1818, which provides: 
‘T hat on the admission of every new 
state into the Union one atar shall be 
added to the union of the flag; and 
that such addition shall take effect on 
the Fourth of July next succeeding 
such admission.” 
The Marine Journal says that the 
origin of the phrase union jack is un­ 
certain, but that "the weight of evi­ 
dence is to the effect that it was de­ 
rived from Jacques or Jacobus, the 
French and Latin names of the Stuart 
king, in whose reign the superim­ 
posed crosses of St. George and 
St. 
Andrew were placed in the canton of 
the British flag to indicate the union 
of England and Scotland. In that gen­ 
erally accepted view of the case the 
name appropriately belongs to that 
part of the British flag, but it is 
a 
misnomer to apply it to the canton of 
the American flag, with which ‘Jaco­ 
bus Rex’ certainly had nothing to do.

must follow. 
The violation of law is a serious 
thing, and in the punishment of the 
violator consists the safeguard of the 
government.
